Members of the Canadian 
Forces based in Edmonton 
called the death of a fellow 
soldier Wednesday “deeply” 
repugnant after a fatal shoot¬ 
ing on Parliament Hill in 
Ottawa. 

Shortly after 9 a.m., a 
soldier in the nation’s capital 
was shot while standing on 
guard by a special memorial 
to honour fallen military 
members. 

While police responded to 
the shooting in Ontario, local 
members of the Canadian 
Forces said they were rocked 
by the attack on home soil. 

“I just think it’s overall 
just shocking. I think you’re 
just stunned and it takes you 
a while to process what’s 
actually happening,” said 
Cpt. Donna Riguidel, who has 
been based at the Edmonton 
Garrison for the last year. 

“I think it does make it 
more difficult when it’s hap¬ 
pening on home soil,” she 
said. “Even more so, I think 
it’s difficult that the two sol¬ 
diers that were attacked were 
not a threat to anybody.” 

The soldier killed in the 
shooting was identified as 
Cpl. Nathan Cirillo from 
Hamilton, Ont., and had been 
posted as an honour guard at 
a memorial near Parliament 
Hill. 

“They were going about 
their day, one of them was 
serving in an honour guard 
position and I think that’s 
deeply repugnant and offen¬ 
sive to me,” Riguidel said. 

Meanwhile, in the city two 
Catholic schools were put on 
alert Wednesday following 
the shooting.

Minister recounts brush

1 will never forget 
it'.

He heard the gunshots, saw 
commotion, and knew some¬ 
thing was amiss. 

Then, there was the 
screeching of tires from a 
brown Toyota just metres 
away. 

“Frankly, it never oc¬ 
curred to me until he got 


out with a long-barrelled 
gun in his hand that this 
was the shooter, right beside 
us on the sidewalk,” Alberta 
Labour Minister Ric Mclver 
recalled hours after standing 
no less than 10 metres from 
the attacker who wreaked 
havoc on Parliament Hill 
Wednesday. 

“It was actually close 
enough where I had to make 
a decision whether to go to¬ 
wards him, knowing that I 
couldn’t run away from him 
to avoid a shot. While I was 
looking only at him, he was 
looking at everything but 
me.” 

Mclver fled the area but 
looked repeatedly over his 


shoulder. 

“If he turned the gun in 
my direction I was going to 
hit the deck to give him a 
smaller target to shoot at,” 
he said. “As it turned out, 
I didn’t need to do that. He 
showed no interest in me 
whatsoever.” 

Alberta Senator Doug 
Black, who’s from Calgary, 
watched in awe from his 
windowed office in the Vic¬ 
toria Building as hundreds 
of armed police and military 
rushed the Hill. 

“This is the kind of thing 
you see on TV or movies,” he 
said around noon, while still 
hiding behind a desk in the 
building’s lobby. 


Inside Parliament’s Cen¬ 
tre Block, Edmonton NDP MP 
Linda Duncan was attending 
her party’s national caucus 
meeting when she heard the 
shots. 

“All that was between us 
and this gunman ... was a set 
of wooden doors,” she said. 
“Thank God he went straight 
ahead and didn’t turn right. 
Had he done so, he would 
have found over 100 of us in 
that room.” 

Duncan said her group 
was eventually moved from 
the caucus room to another 
building, adding, “You could 
smell the gunfire. I will 
never forget it.”

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Radicalization. Terror

Two attacks on Canadian sol¬ 
diers in three days are unlikely 
to be operationally related and 
while the public is understand¬ 
ably shocked, “it would be a 
mistake to be scared,” accord¬ 
ing to a University of Calgaiy 
terrorism expert. 

“I think it’s right to be 
concerned, but not worried,” 
Gavin Cameron, a political sci¬ 
ence professor who specializes 
in international relations and 
terrorism, said Wednesday. 
“As a member of the general 
public, the likehhood of being 
directly affected by terrorism 
is tiny. Even after today, it’s 
still tiny.” 

Cameron said he would 
be “surprised” if there was a 
“formal connection” between 
Martin Couture-Rouleau, who 
ran down two soldiers with 
his car near Montreal on Mon¬ 
day, and Michael Zehaf-Bibeau, 
who shot a soldier in Ottawa 


Wednesday. 

“The guy on Monday was 
under fairly tight surveillance 
in the weeks leading up to 
his attack,” Cameron said. “So 
the likehhood that he’s part 
of wider group and the RCMP 
missed it... strikes me as prob¬ 
ably less likely than that he 
was simply a lone wolf.” 

While there is some “chat¬ 
ting” on social media between 
like-minded individuals, Cam¬ 
eron said “planning operation¬ 
al details” is difficult for large 
groups of radicalized militants, 
due to authorities’ electronic 
surveillance. 

“It’s relatively small groups 
and, more often even than 
that, it’s individuals that are 
being motivated to participate, 
with loose connections to the 
wider movement but only 
veiy limited operational con¬ 
nections to other activists,” he

‘No change. EPS says 
Ottawa shooting incident 
no danger to Edmonton 


Edmonton Police don’t be¬ 
lieve Wednesday’s attack in 
Ottawa puts this city in any 
greater danger. 

“We have received no in¬ 
formation to suggest there’s 
any imminent threat to pub¬ 
lic safety,” said Deputy Chief 
Danielle Campbell. 

Campbell said the police 
service was keeping the vic¬ 
tims of Wednesday’s tragedy 
and their colleagues in Ottawa 
in their prayers, but sadly the 
incident wasn’t surprising. 

She said “lone wolf” inci¬ 
dents like this remain a threat 


and one the police are ready 
to deal with. 

“This type of event isn’t a 
surprise,” she said. “We were 
prepared yesterday. We were 
prepared the day before. 
We’re prepared today and 
we’re prepared tomorrow and 
into the future.” 

She said the force is con¬ 
stantly monitoring threats, 
but didn’t expect to have to 
increase security at public 
events. 

“There is no change in our 
business,” she said.

Alberta remains 

‘ever vigilant’ 


No indications of 
threats. Awareness 
is heightened, but 
province's institutions 
carry on as normal 
after Ottawa incident 


Public institutions and mil- 
itaiy bases in Alberta were 
put on alert Wednesday in 
the wake of the shootings at 
the National War Memorial 
and Parliament Hill in Ot¬ 
tawa, but most saw few major 
operational changes. 

“Here in Alberta, we con¬ 


tinue to be vigilant,” Premier 
Jim Prentice said in a state¬ 
ment. 

With respect to the secur¬ 
ity at the Alberta Legislature, 
itself, the premier would only 
speak in general terms. 

“We have robust security 
that includes armed sheriffs, 
security instruments and 
protocols with the Edmonton 
Police Service,” he said. 

Public and school tours 
at the legislature were sus¬ 
pended for the day. 

Soldiers at the Edmonton 
Garrison also kept a close eye 
on the situation in the nation¬ 
al capital. 

“We are ever vigilant,” said 


public affairs officer Fraser 
Logan. “As events in Ottawa 
continue to evolve, we’re con¬ 
tinuing to review our security 
disposition.” 

In Calgaiy, those in charge 
of security at old city hall and 
the municipal building said 
they were keeping an eye on 
developments but wouldn’t 
discuss specific security 
protocols. 

Security teams at city hall 
in Calgaiy “heightened” their 
“awareness,” the city said in a 
release, but didn’t take large- 
scale measures or restrict 
normal public access to mu¬ 
nicipal buildings. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 


didn’t expect any changes to 
security at Edmonton City 
Hall and the city would “cariy 
on with business.” 

“We have no reason to 
believe there’s any threat to 
anywhere in the city of Ed¬ 
monton or in city hall,” Ive¬ 
son said. “We’re not going 
to live in fear, but everyone 
should be diligent.” 

Meanwhile, at Calgary 
International Airport, spokes¬ 
person Jody Moseley said 
things were running smooth¬ 
ly at the busy commuter hub. 

“Nothing has changed 
here,” she said. “We are al¬ 
ways vigilant about security 
and safety at YYC.” metro 


Former Calgary Mountie took down Parliament gunman 



A former Calgaiy RCMP of¬ 
ficer credited with bringing 
down the Parliament Hill 
gunman has always put com¬ 
munity and country first, his 
brother said Wednesday. 

Kevin Vickers, now serv¬ 
ing as sergeant-at-arms in the 
House of Commons, is be¬ 
lieved to have led a team of 
officers into the Centre Block 
building and shot an armed 
intruder that terrified the na¬ 
tion Wednesday. 

Across the country in 
Victoria, his brother John 
Vickers waited anxiously for 
word that his brother was 


safe — he’d seen raw footage 
of the dramatic shootout. 

“It was just a tremendous 
sense of relief that he was 
OK,” he said, adding he’d 
been in contact with family 
but hadn’t spoken to his 
brother. 

“The situation’s still a bit 
fluid and because he’s the 
guy still in charge of the se¬ 
curity there, I don’t need to 
be high on the conversation 
scale right now for him,” 
John said Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

John said while the ser¬ 
geant-at-arms may appear 


to be a largely symbolic pos¬ 
ition in the House of Com¬ 
mons, with the long gowns 
and the ceremonial sceptre 
he often carries, it’s actually 
a role of great practical im¬ 
portance. 

“There’s a lot of infra¬ 
structure there and I think 
he actually has 3,000 people 
there that he’s in charge of,” 
John said. “It’s a huge respon¬ 
sibility.” 

John, also a former Cal¬ 
gary resident himself, said 
his brother served with the 
Calgary RCMP in the 1990s 
and called the community of 


Scenic Acres home. He rose 
through the ranks and even¬ 
tually moved to New Bruns¬ 
wick. 

At age 58, Kevin was ap¬ 
pointed director of security 
operations for the House of 
Commons in June 2005. 

On Twitter, MPs credited 
Vickers with saving their 
lives. 

“MPs and Hill staff owe 
their safety, even lives, to 
Sergeant at Arms Kevin 
Vickers who shot attacker 
just outside the MPs’ caucus 
rooms,” tweeted New Demo¬ 
crat Craig Scott. 


Veterans Affairs Minister 
Julian Fantino tweeted: “I am 
safe & profoundly grateful to 
Sgt at Arms Kevin Vickers & 
our security forces for self¬ 
less act of keeping us safe.” 

John, meanwhile, said his 
brother has always put ser¬ 
vice to the country first. 

“It’s never been about him 
... he was called upon by the 
nation today to respond ... it 
doesn’t surprise me that he 
answered the call on behalf 
of the nation and served us 
to the extent that he had to.”

Christmas lights on all win¬ 
ter will be part of the city’s 
plan to get more people 
embracing Edmonton’s 
northern climate.

He said he sees the pos¬ 
sibility of a far-reaching ban. 

“At this point, I am very 
much interested in Fort Ed¬ 


monton, the Valley Zoo, that 
kind of thing. But at some 
point we do have to look at 
it in parks as well,” he said. 

He said he doesn’t think 
outdoor places should be 
free from restrictions. 

“If you’re in closed quar¬ 
ters outside versus inside 
a building it can be just as 
obnoxious having someone 
smoke nearby,” he said. 

Coun. Michael Walters, 
who initially suggested the 
Churchill Square ban, said it 
only makes sense to look at 
other places in the city. 

“This was a great place for 
us to start this conversation. 
We made the right decision 
today,” he said. 

Coun. Tony Caterina, 
who along with Coun. Ben 
Henderson voted against the 
ban, said the issue is simply 
not a priority for Edmonton¬ 
ians.

Body-rub parlours still 
rub council the wrong way 


City councillors imposed an¬ 
other moratorium on body-rub 
parlours Wednesday, despite 
concerns the last one boosted 
other areas of the sex trade. 

The moratorium will be in 
place until May, which Coun. 
Scott McKeen said should give 
time for the city’s task force on 
the issue to catch up. 

“What I thought was there 
may be a way to come up with 
some new and significant ways 
to improve regulations around 
body-rub centres,” he said. 

Administration cautioned 
against the idea, worried that 
a moratorium would have un¬ 
intended consequences. 

“During the previous mora¬ 
torium, administration ob¬ 
served an increase in licence 
applications for escorts, as well 
as increased Internet activity 
for unlicensed escort services,” 
read the report. 

McKeen said he understands 
administration’s concern, but 
believes that the hot economy 
could just as easily have been 
behind that increase. 



Under the changes city council

“To make some sort of cause 
and effect statement about the 
moratorium increasing the sex 
trade, that’s harder to monitor, 
I am not sure that is true.” 

The previous moratorium 
was in place for six months pri¬ 
or to Januaiy 2014. During that 
time two applications for body- 
rub parlours came forward, 
while only one came forward 
since it was lifted.

Health Minister Stephen 
Mandel catches earful 
from rivals at debate 


Alberta Health Minister Ste¬ 
phen Mandel caught an earful 
Wednesday from rival candi¬ 
dates over allowing boutique 
health-care clinics to operate. 

“It’s nice to be picked on, 
but that’s OK,” Mandel told 
more than 300 people who 
jammed the pews and door¬ 
ways of a west-end church at 
an Edmonton-Whitemud can¬ 
didate health-care forum. 

“I also agree (with critics) 


that there’s no place in our 
system for privatization. They 
(doctors) can be in or they can 
be out.” 

Mandel responded after 
four of the five rival candi¬ 
dates criticized his Progres¬ 
sive Conservative government 
for trumpeting public care 
while allowing the boutiques 
to operate. Critics say doctors 
employed by the clinics give 
clients who pay an annual 
fee faster access to care while 
still billing taxpayers for basic 
health services. 

Liberal candidate Donna 
Wilson, a professor of nurs¬ 
ing, replied, “Mr. Mandel, I do 
not feel sony for you at all. 

“You have chosen to join 


that (Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive) club. And it is a club that 
has made our health system 
cost a great deal more than it 
ever did — and it is failing.” 

Wilson also reminded the 
audience that Premier Jim 
Prentice, who has publicly 
advocated publicly delivered 
care, previously sat on a board 
overseeing a boutique clinic. 

NDP candidate Bob Turner, 
an oncologist, said “concierge 
medicine has to be stopped.” 

“The Conservatives have 
known about this for ages, 
and they actually tolerate it. 
In fact, I think they enable it,” 
he said. 

He pointed out the recent 
case of questions raised over 


the Copeman Clinic. 

Earlier this week, Turner 
said he had documents that 
showed a provincial audit of 
Copeman found “there is not 
a clear distinction between 
(publicly) insured and un¬ 
insured services.” He also said 
the audit also showed the clin¬ 
ic doesn’t record how much 
time doctors spend delivering 
private versus public care. 

“Why doesn’t the minister 
stop it (the Copeman) today?” 
asked Turner. “He has the 
power to withdraw the billing 
privileges of the physicians 
working at the Copeman Clin¬ 
ic. And I think he has lots of 
evidence to do that.”

Ottawa went into siege mode 
Wednesday after a gunman 
rampaged into Parliament 
Hill’s Centre Block shortly after 
he shot and killed a Canadian 
Forces reservist who was guard¬ 
ing the National War Memorial. 

A high-ranking federal offi¬ 
cial confirmed Wednesday that 
the gunman killed in Wednes¬ 
day’s deadly shooting incident 
was Michael Zehaf-Bibeau, ac¬ 
cording to The Canadian Press. 

Cpl. Nathan Cirillo has been 
identified as the soldier killed 
by Zehaf-Bibeau at the National 
War Memorial. 

The Hamilton, Ont.-based 
reservist was standing as the 
honour guard at the memorial 
when he was shot. He later suc¬ 
cumbed to his injuries. 

On Wednesday night, police 
reinstated a lockdown in some 
areas of downtown Ottawa be¬ 
fore later calling it off. 


Police said there’s no longer 
a threat to public safety in the 
downtown core. However, an 
investigation is ongoing on Par¬ 
liament Hill. The Hill is closed 
to the public. 

The RCMP are leading the 
investigation. More police pres¬ 
ence is expected in the down¬ 
town area over the next few 
days. 

According to witnesses, Cir¬ 
illo was shot twice at “point- 
blank” range before the gun¬ 
man ran toward Parliament’s 
Centre Block. Several MPs said 
House of Commons Sergeant- 
at-Arms Kevin Vickers then 
fatally shot the gunman. 

In a release issued Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon, police con¬ 
firmed Zehaf-Bibeau had been 
killed. No other suspects are 
in custody, though police said 
others are being sought. 

In a separate release, Ottawa 
Hospital said it had received 
three shooting victims from 
Wednesday’s incident. Two are 
listed in stable condition. 

Police refuted earlier reports 
of a separate shooting at the Ri- 
deau Centre mall. 

Footage captured by a Globe 
and Mail reporter also shows 
police opening fire within the 
Hall of Honour.

Bamable told Metro he saw the 
whole shooting happen from 
his office on the East Block of 
Parliament. 

“The guy pulled up outside 
the war memorial, jumped out 
of his car, got out with a rifle 
and shot at the guys who guard 
the war memorial. He hit one 
by the look of it. The other (sol¬ 
dier) booted it. 

“(The shooter) ran back into 
his car, backed up Welling¬ 
ton (Street), and then swerved 
around and came up and 
jumped out and ran up towards 


the House of Commons. He had 
a long rifle.” 

Bamable said the man 
pulled the plates off a grey 
Toyota Corolla. 

“He ran up the Hill and had 
a scarf covering his face. I ran 
down and told security to lock 
the doors.” 

Tony Zobl, 35, said he saw 
the soldier being shot from his 
office window above the war 
memorial. 

“I looked out the window 
and saw a shooter — a man 
dressed all in black with a ker¬ 


chief over his nose and mouth 
and something over his head 
as well — holding a rifle and 
shooting an honour guard in 
front of the cenotaph point- 
blank, twice,” Zobl said. 

“The honour guard dropped 
to the ground and the shooter 
kind of raised his arms in tri¬ 
umph.” 

Scott Walsh was working in 
a manhole near the East Block 
building when he said he heard 
gunshots. He then saw the en¬ 
suing panic and a gunman he 
said had long black hair and a 
face covered with a white scarf. 

“He had a double-barrelled 
shotgun, he was about five 
feet from me and he ran right 
beside us, ran past the woman 
with the stroller and child.” 

The gunman then hijacked 
a car at gunpoint and drove it 
toward the Peace Tower. 

The incident comes just two 
days after two Canadian sol¬ 
diers were run over — and one 
of them killed — in Quebec by 
a man with jihadist sympathies.

Barry Willis, a contractor 
for Bell Canada who was 
working in front of Parlia¬ 
ment Hill at the time of 
the shooting, said he heard 
five or six gunshots and 
saw the shooter mnning 
by him carrying a large 
firearm, possibly a shotgun 
or rifle. 

“He turned around, 
pointed the gun at me and 
I dove behind my truck,” 
said Willis, who was still 
rattled by the incident after 
speaking to the RCMP. 
“Another young parliamen¬ 
tarian type of guy dove into 
my truck.” 

Willis described the 
gunman he saw as a “veiy 
young” man wearing a 
“blue-and-white headscarf” 
and a long coat. 

“I’m shaken up. I’m ex- 
militaiy and I’ve never had 
a gun pointed at me like 
that,” said Willis as police 
ushered him and other 
bystanders to a safer area 
along Elgin Street across 
from the National War 
Memorial. 

Jennifer Wiebe was on 
lockdown inside a Sparks 
Street office building. 

Police evacuated her and 
others about two hours 
later. 

“It’s certainly unnerv¬ 
ing to know (because) 
Parliament is a veiy public 
place and (there are) lots of 
people,” she said.

Cpl. Nathan Cirillo wanted to 
serve Canada in the military 
since his days at Sherwood 
Secondary School, when he 
wrote in his friends’ yearbook 
that they would all go to Af¬ 
ghanistan together. 

But that would never hap¬ 
pen. 

“He always wanted to serve 
his country,” said his friend 
Jimmy Doan. 

“At the time, that’s where 
help was needed and he al¬ 
ways wanted to be the person 
to help,” said friend Alana 
Schneider. 

After the news broke that 
Cirillo, 24, was the reserv¬ 
ist shot and killed in Ottawa 
Wednesday, his high school 
friends went to the James 
Street Armoury in Hamilton, 
the home of the Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders. 

Mourners left flowers all 
afternoon and into the even¬ 
ing as reservists, who wore 
street clothes as they were 


warned not to wear their 
uniforms in public, filed in 
through the armoury gates. 

Cirillo’s friends remem¬ 
bered him as the class clown 
who always made everybody 
laugh. Cirillo has two sisters 
and parents in Hamilton 
whom he was very close to, 
his friends said. 

Schneider’s fondest mem¬ 
ory of Cirillo was eating his 
army food under a tree near 
their school. He’d been brag¬ 
ging about it and then brought 
some for his friends to try. 

“It was awful,” she said. 

He has a young son named 
Marcus. Cirillo met the boy’s 
mother, Kendra, at the Ancas- 
ter Fair after Cirillo and Doan 
were escorted out for not 
paying their way in, recalled 
Doan. Kendra and a friend 
asked them for a ride home, 
he said. “And voila.” 

Jason Melnylc, also a high 
school friend, said Cirillo 
worked at GoodLife Fitness 
and loved working out. He last 
saw him at the gym, where he 
was lifting 210 pounds. 

“He made it look easy, 
which pissed me off,” he said. 

Schneider said he was 
always strong, and recalled 
Cirillo lifting her up over his 
head and throwing her into a 
lake back in high school, she 
said.

Adults should talk to children 
about Ottawa shooting: Experts 



Parliament Hill. 

With kids able to 
gather information 
from so many sources, 
it's important to 'find 
out what they're 
worried about' 


The extraordinary events on 
Parliament Hill on Wednesday 
had the look of a Hollywood 
movie or a video game. 

But the fatal shooting of 
a reservist soldier at the Na¬ 
tional War Memorial and the 
killing of a gunman in the 
Centre Block of the nearby 
Parliamentary complex are 
starkly real events that will 
likely be distressing for chil¬ 
dren, psychologists warn. 

There is no way to shelter 
children from this event — 
they will hear about the at¬ 
tack, says Sandra Mendlowitz, 
a clinical psychologist in the 


anxiety disorders program at 
Toronto’s Hospital for Sick 
Children and an assistant pro¬ 
fessor of child psychiatry at 
the University of Toronto. 

“These can be very scary 
moments and you need to talk 
to your child about what their 
worries are and what their 
concerns are. And you need to 
be truthful, but in a way that 


is (age) appropriate,” she says. 

“Find out what they’re 
worried about. Find out what 
they know. Because some¬ 
times parents assume kids 
know things that they actually 
don’t know.” 

Children may be more 
likely to see the events as hav¬ 
ing real meaning for them, 
because they happened in 


Canada. This is not abstract 
violence. Children who feel a 
connection — they live in Ot¬ 
tawa, they have relatives in 
the Armed Forces, they’ve vis¬ 
ited the Parliament Buildings 
— may perceive the threat as 
being more real than some¬ 
thing that happens in a far-off 
place. 

“The closer you are to it, 
the more you’re going to want 
to know,” says David Wolfe, a 
psychologist who specializes 
in issues affecting children 
and youth at Toronto’s Cen¬ 
tre for Addiction and Mental 
Health. 

“If it happened where I 
live or where I’ve been, then 
I don’t feel safe.” 

Wolfe says young children 
are going to be pretty concrete 
in their thinking and are like¬ 
ly to ask a question like: “Can 
he come here to my house and 
shoot me?” 

Parents should assure chil¬ 
dren that they are safe, but 
will also have to explain — at 
least to the older ones — that 


sometimes bad things hap¬ 
pen. 

Don’t save these conversa¬ 
tions for bedtime, Mendlowitz 
warns. You’ll end up with a 
child who can’t fall asleep. But 
do bring the issue up quickly. 
With the speed of modem 
communications, kids will be 
inundated with information 
about this event almost im¬ 
mediately. 

“It has to be a timely re¬ 
sponse because you’re up 
against all the other sources 
of information, which is fast. 
Faster than you can think, 
that information is on the In¬ 
ternet. So you need to be one 
step ahead of that,” she says. 

She and Wolfe suggest 
parents watch for signs their 
kids are having trouble coping 
with the stress this situation 
may create. 

Wolfe says boys and girls 
often respond differently, 
with the former being uncom¬ 
fortable talking about then- 
feelings or admitting to being 
afraid, the Canadian press

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Woman, 40 , 
charged over 
dead infants 
found in 
storage locker

Winnipeg resident 
faces six counts of

Police have charged a 
woman who was renting a 
storage locker where the 
remains of six babies were 
found, but they say it could 
be months before they 
know who the infants were 
or how they died. 

Andrea Giesbrecht, 40, 
was arrested outside her 
home in north Winnipeg. 
Const. Eric Hofley said she 
faces six charges of con¬ 
cealing a body and one 
charge of breaching proba¬ 
tion. 

Court records show 
that Giesbrecht, who has 
also used the name Andrea 
Naworynslci, is a gambling 
addict with a low-paying 
job at a fast-food restaurant 
and recently admitted to 


defrauding a senior of sev¬ 
eral thousand dollars. 

Hofley said it will take 
an extensive forensic 
investigation to determine 
if she is related to the dead 
infants. 

The breach of proba¬ 
tion charge relates to two 
charges of fraud over $5,000 
that were laid against Gies¬ 
brecht in 2012. 

She was given a sus¬ 
pended sentence and two 
years of probation at a 
court hearing three weeks 
ago after pleading guilty to 
borrowing money from a 
73-year-old neighbour and 
repaying her with bounced 
cheques. 

Her lawyer at that hear¬ 
ing, Alan Libman, told the 
court that Giesbrecht’s par¬ 
ents were longtime gam¬ 
blers who had “gambled 
away all their savings” be¬ 
fore they died and left taxes 
unpaid on the house that 
Giesbrecht now lives in.

Ages of babies still unknown 


Forensic tests 
hold key to 
clarifying 
tragically 
strange case 

The state of the remains 
discovered Monday was 
such that police were in¬ 
itially unable to determine 


how many babies were in 
the locker. Their ages are 
still unknown, but they 
are believed to have been 
newborns, he said. 

“The forensics that are 
going to be involved in 
this investigation, they’re 
numerous,” Const. Eric 
Hofley said 

“It will be a long time 
before we’re able to answer 
these questions — if at all.” 
There are no homicide 


charges right now and po¬ 
lice aren’t interviewing any 
other suspects aside from 
Andrea Giesbrecht, Hofley 
added. 

Greg Brodsky, Gies¬ 
brecht’s lawyer, said he had 
seen a preliminary outline 
of the charges and met 
with his client. “She’s in 
bewilderment,” he said. 

Giesbrecht was in¬ 
itially arrested on murder 
charges, but those weren’t 


the charges that were filed 
with the court, Brodsky 
said. That indicates the 
autopsy and forensic inves¬ 
tigation isn’t complete yet, 
he said. 

“The forensic examina¬ 
tion is really important,” 
Brodsky added. “There has 
to be an autopsy conducted 
and more investigation 
done in order to determine 
where this case is going.”

Ebola vaccine testing moving 
as quickly as possible: CEO 



VSV-EBOV. Doubters 
wonder if small U.S. 
company is capable of 
getting Canadian-made 
medicine on the ground 


The CEO of the Iowa company 
that holds the licence for a 
Canadian-made Ebola vaccine 
has a message for people who 
are frustrated by how long it is 
taking to get it into use in West 
Africa. 

The race to get the vaccine 
safety tested and made in suf¬ 
ficient quantities so that large 
studies can be rolled out in af¬ 
fected countries early next year 
is moving at warp speed, he 
suggests. 

“There haven’t been any de¬ 
lays. We couldn’t go any faster 
without really doing things 
dangerously,” said Dr. Charles 
Link, CEO and chief scientific 
officer of NewLinlc Genetics. 

“I don’t think humanity has 
ever tried to do something this 
complex, to be quite honest.” 

In the circles of people 
working on plans to contain 


the devastating Ebola outbreak, 
there has been a lot of mum¬ 
bling and some serious grum¬ 
bling about whether NewLinlc 
— a small biotech focused on 
developing cancer vaccines — 
has the experience and where¬ 


withal to push this important 
project forward. 

Earlier this week, Amir At- 
taran, a University of Ottawa 
law professor, said the Can¬ 
adian government should ter¬ 
minate NewLinlc’s licence, or 


green-light other manufactur¬ 
ers to make the vaccine using 
the so-called “carve out” clauses 
in the contract. They permit 
Canada to enlist other vaccine 
makers in emergencies. 

The Public Health Agency 


Trials 


VSV-EBOV is one of only two 
experimental Ebola vaccines 
sufficiently developed at 
this point to be tested in 
people. The first human trials 
with the vaccine began in 
Bethesda, Md., last week and 
four more — in Germany, 
Switzerland, Gabon and 
Kenya — will start in the next 
few weeks. 


dodged the question when 
asked whether it was consid¬ 
ering exercising its carve out 
options. In an emailed reply to 
the question, the agency talked 
at length about Canada’s dona¬ 
tion of 800 to 1,000 vials of the 
vaccine to the World Health Or¬ 
ganization, but did not indicate 
if it is considering rescinding 
NewLinlc’s licence or issuing 
new ones.

My fellow Canadians. 

For the second time this 
week, there has been a brutal 
and violent attack on our soil. 
Today our thoughts and prayers 
are with the family and friends 
of Cpl. Nathan Cirillo of the Ar¬ 
gyll and Sutherland Highland¬ 
ers. Cpl. Cirillo was killed today, 
murdered in cold blood as he 
provided a ceremonial honour 
guard at Canada’s National War 
Memorial, that sacred place 
that pays tribute to those who 
gave their lives so that we can 
live in a free, democratic and 
safe society. 

Likewise our thoughts and 
prayers remain also with the 
family and friends of Warrant 
Officer Patrice Vincent, who 
was killed earlier this week by 
an ISIL-inspired terrorist. 

Tonight we also pray for the 
speedy recoveiy of the others 
injured in these despicable at¬ 
tacks. 

Fellow Canadians, we’ve 
also been reminded today of 
the compassionate and cour¬ 
ageous nature of so many Can¬ 
adians — like those private 


citizens and first responders 
who came to provide aid to 
Cpl. Cirillo as he fought for his 
life. And of course the mem¬ 
bers of our security forces, in 
the RCMP, the City of Ottawa 
police, and in Parliament, who 
came quickly and at great risk 
to themselves to assist those of 
us who were close to the attack. 

Fellow Canadians, in the 
days to come, we will learn 
more about the terrorist and 
any accomplices he may have 
had. But this week’s events are 
a grim reminder that Canada 
is not immune to the types of 
terrorist attacks we have seen 
elsewhere around the world. 

We are also reminded that 
attacks on our security person¬ 
nel and on our institutions of 
governance are by their veiy 
nature, attacks on our country, 
on our values. On our society, 
on us Canadians as a free and 
democratic people who em¬ 
brace human dignity for all. 

But let there be no mis¬ 
understanding. We will not be 
intimidated. Canada will never 
be intimidated. In fact, this 


will lead us to strengthen our 
resolve and redouble our ef¬ 
forts and those of our national 
security agencies to take all 
necessaiy steps to identify and 
counter threats and keep Can¬ 
ada safe here at home, just as it 
will lead us to strengthen our 
resolve and redouble our efforts 
to work with our allies around 
the world and fight against the 
terrorist organizations who 
brutalize those in other coun¬ 
tries with the hope of bringing 
their savagely to our shores. 
They will have no safe haven. 

While today has been with¬ 
out question a difficult day, I 
have no doubt Canadians will 
pull together with the kind of 
firm solidarity that has seen 
our country through many 
challenges. Together we will 
remain vigilant against those 
at home or abroad who wish to 
harm us. 

For now, Laureen and I and 
Ben and Rachel join all Can¬ 
adians in praying for those 
touched by today’s attack. May 
God bless them and keep our 
land glorious and free.

Even with reality television 
shows such as Teen Mom, 
teen pregnancy still isn’t 
exactly a topic that’s brought 
up at the dinner table. Our 
knowledge of the subject can 
be based on little more than 
a mix of old wives’ tales and 
controversial after-school 
specials (such as in the by¬ 
gone Degrassi High days). 

Which is why Karen 
Mottershead and her team 
at the Terra Centre decided 
to take the Rotaiy Club of 
Edmonton South up on their 
offer to hook into the club’s 
long-standing Mardi Gras- 
themed fundraiser. 

“Terra has been around 
for 43 years and I would say 
that we have been a little 
under the radar, because the 
issue of teen pregnancy is 
still not often talked about,” 
explains Mottershead, execu¬ 
tive director of the centre. 

“It conjures up mixed 
emotions, latent with strong 
values around it. For us, this 
event provides us the oppor¬ 
tunity to bring Terra to the 
forefront of the community 
and introduce our organiza¬ 
tion to those who may want 
to learn more about us, sup¬ 



port us or use us.” 

The event also serves to 
break down stereotypes by 
sharing success stories. 

“Last year, we had one 
of our young parents speak 
about the importance of com¬ 
munity support in their ex¬ 
perience,” says Mottershead. 

“It helps people who at¬ 
tend become more sensitive 
around the realities and chal¬ 
lenges young parents face, as 
well as the potential of these 
young people. 


“We hope our guests go to 
work the next day and talk 
about the great experience 
they had at this event and 
what they learned. That will 
contribute to spreading our 
awareness.” 

The Terra Centre has a 
practical approach when it 
comes to extending resour¬ 
ces to teen parents: educa¬ 
tion, housing, and individual 
supports, including services 
targeted to young dads. 

It emphasizes the import¬ 


ance of finishing school, pro¬ 
vides transitional housing 
when needed, and links teens 
to additional resources from 
counselling to childcare. 

But the centre relies heav¬ 
ily on community support to 
provide its services to preg¬ 
nant and parenting teens. 

“Ninety-seven per cent of 
Terra clients choose to parent 
or are already parenting.

Birdman’s big risks 
rewarded with Oscar buzz 



Movies. Juliette 
Binoche takes on the 
role of a truth-seeking 
photojournalist in 1,000 
Times Good Night 


Juliette Binoche is known for 
pouring eveiything into her 
performances. For her role 
as a dedicated war photog¬ 
rapher in 1,000 Times Good 
Night, she met with top jour¬ 
nalists who have captured 
global atrocities — not only 
to understand their work, but 
their personal lives and mo¬ 
tivations. 

“It just showed me how 
meaningful it is and how much 
it costs. And how they organize 
themselves and how it can be 
also veiy tricky in their person¬ 
al life,” the French actress said 
in a phone interview. “You have 
to find the right people around 
you to help you in this difficult 
journey, because it’s not that 
easy. You’re seeing horror and 
you’re alone.” 

Opening Friday, the film 
features Binoche as Rebecca, 
a photojoumalist who returns 
home from Kabul after an es¬ 
pecially close brush with death. 
Her husband (Nilcolaj Coster- 
Waldau) seethes with resent¬ 
ment as he has been busy rais¬ 
ing their two daughters while 
she risks her life in conflict 
zones. 

The rift in their mar¬ 
riage worsens when she 
takes their daughter (Lauryn 
Canny) on a trip to Kenya 
that erupts in violence. Reb¬ 
ecca again makes a decision 
that puts her as close to the 
danger as possible — the 
kind of snap judgement call 
she makes instinctively and 
her husband can no longer 
support. 

Norwegian director Erik 
Poppe (Troubled Water) based 
the film on his own experience 
as a former war photographer. 
But he chose to switch the 
genders in the film, making 
Binoche his proxy and casting 
Coster-Waldau as the character 
based on his wife. 

Binoche said she was drawn 
to 1,000 Times Good Night be¬ 
cause she had always been fas¬ 
cinated by war photography. 
She met with Lynsey Addario, 
an acclaimed photojoumal¬ 
ist known for her work in Af¬ 
ghanistan and Gaza, as well as 
Zoriah Miller, Marcus Bleasdale 
and others. 

Rebecca is often accused 


by family and friends of be¬ 
ing addicted to the excite¬ 
ment and danger. But she 
is also determined to make 
people sit up and pay atten¬ 
tion to the horrors of the 
world: “I want people to 
choke on their coffee and 


see and feel and react,” she 
says. This need to bear wit¬ 
ness to injustice is a true 
motivation of war photog¬ 
raphers, said Binoche. 

“Witnessing places in 
the world ... can change, 
not always, but can change 


the consciousness of people 
and also political decisions. 
So the power it gives to con¬ 
sciousness is also very much 
what very high-profile war 
journalists and photograph¬ 
ers are doing.”

Oscar-nominated filmmaker 
Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu ad¬ 
mits it was “scaiy” making the 
dark comedy Birdman (The Un¬ 
expected Virtue of Ignorance), 
and he was warned by one of 
his peers that he was “running 
to a possibility of failure” by do¬ 
ing it. 

“To make a comedy, first, 
is always a big challenge, espe¬ 
cially for somebody who has 
never done comedy,” the film’s 
director and co-writer said in 
a recent telephone interview. 
“And the way I decided to do 
it, which is this one-talce thing, 
it’s a veiy difficult task in a way 
that challenges you technically 
and conceptually, because you 
have to make a lot of decisions 
and sacrifices by that, and be 
veiy aware. 

“As one director told me — 
you’re running to disaster.” 

Turns out that wasn’t the 
case. 

Birdman, starring Michael 
Keaton as a former avian super¬ 
hero film star desperate for 
validation and a comeback as 
he heads an ambitious new 
Broadway play, is flying high in 
critics’ eyes. 

Keaton’s performance as 
Riggan Thomson is already 
the subject of serious Oscar 
talk, while praise is also being 
heaped on the rest of the A-list 
cast that includes Naomi Watts, 
Edward Norton, Andrea Rise- 
borough, Zach Galifianakis and 
Emma Stone. 

Rave reviews are also pour¬ 
ing in for Inarritu’s “long take” 
filmmaking style in which 
the camera follows the actors 


around the theatre for lengthy 
periods of time as they rehearse 
and perform the play, making it 
seem as if the entire project is 
one uninterrupted shot. 

The Mexican native was 
delving into foreign territoiy 
with the film, which hits the¬ 
atres on Friday, and says that’s 
just the way he likes it. 

“I always find myself 
much better in an uncom¬ 
fortable zone,” said Inarritu, 
whose films Amores Perros 
and Biutifiil received Oscar 
nominations for best foreign 
language film, while 2006’s 
Babel was up for best picture 
and best directing. 

“When I become comfort¬ 
able, I become a little angiy and 
depressed and not happy. So I 
like to be challenged. I like that 
something excites me or scares 
me, because if not, I am incom¬ 
plete.” 

It’s a mentality Inarritu has 
had since he started his career 
as a radio host in Mexico. 

“Five years after, I was the 
most successful host and DJ of 
a rock station, and then I quit 
and a lot of people said ‘Why?’ 
and I said, ‘Well, because I 
know how to do it. It doesn’t 
make me really happy,” he said. 
“Then I did some advertising 
and I had the biggest produc¬ 
tion company and was veiy suc¬ 
cessful, but I was most unhappy 
after five years. I said, ‘I know 
this.’ 

“So in a way, I try to move 
away from things that I know 
or I feel that I know how to do 
it. That’s my nature, I guess.”

How do you follow in the 
footsteps of Frank Sinatra 
and Ray Charles without sink¬ 
ing in the footsteps of Frank 
Sinatra and Ray Charles? 

The answer, for Annie 
Lennox at least, is to throw 
out, to the greatest degree 
possible, the work of these 
giants and tackle some of 
their classics anew: no use of 
their phrasing, their arrange¬ 
ments, their orchestral sheets 
allowed. 

The former Euiythmics 
star sat down — slowly and 
deliberately — with songs like 
Mood Indigo and Georgia on 
My Mind and reduced them 
to their bare essentials before 
building them up, in her own 
style, without trying to recap¬ 
ture the past. That’s the strat¬ 
egy she has used in her new 
album released Tuesday called 
Nostalgia, a move into jazz 
that pays homage to the Great 
American Songboolc. 

The challenge was to do it 
her way — sorry, Frank — so

keyboard in a rented cottage in 
Cape Town, South Africa.

It’s safe to say New York City 
has been good to native Mi¬ 
chael Che. The comedian and 
writer is co-anchor of Satur¬ 
day Night Live’s Weekend Up¬ 
date — and the first African 
American to sit behind the 
desk — a gig he left The Daily 
Show with Jon Stewart to 
take. And now he’s the face of 
the #NYTough campaign. Not 
too shabby. But that doesn’t 
mean life in New York isn’t 
still without its drawbacks. 

What’s your approach to 
Weekend Update, as the 
newest anchor behind the 
desk? 

My approach is just talking 
about things that I would like 
to see talked about and tell¬ 


ing the jokes that I think are 
really funny. The feedback’s 
been great. It’s still a process 
of learning how to do the job 
better. I feel like every week 


is a process of getting better, 
and we’re definitely headed 
in the right direction, and me 
and (co-anchor Colin) Jost are 
having a lot of fun up there. 


Was there any level of 
intimidation factor the first 
time you sat there? 

Oh, absolutely. It’s extremely 
intimidating because you’re 
doing something that a lot 
of people care about. A lot of 
people care about Saturday 
Night Live and Weekend 
Update — they grew up with 
it. It’s like you’re babysitting 
somebody’s kid. 

You’ve done both SNL and 
The Daily Show now, which 
is impressive. Do other NYC 
comics resent you for hog¬ 
ging all the opportunities? 
They shouldn’t. If they are, 
they’re thinking of the wrong 
things. They’re looking at it 
weird, because the more New 
York comedians getting jobs 
on Update or Daily Show or 
SNL, if we do it, well, it makes 
it easier for the next guy be¬ 
cause they’re always looking 
for the next one. 

Comedy is a cycle, so the 
more people that are like you 
that get these opportunities, 
the better. When Hannibal 
(Buress) gets these opportun¬ 
ities, I feel like I got it because 
it’s opening doors. So be 



happy for me and Pete David¬ 
son for being standups that 
are doing these shows because 
now they’re going to be look¬ 
ing for more standups. 

You’re a native New Yorker. 
Everyone always talks about 
how much safer and cleaner 
the city has become over 
the last 20 or 30 years, but 
do you think it’s gotten any 
tougher to live here? 

New York is still the toughest 
city, I believe, but it’s differ¬ 
ent. Obviously it’s a lot more 
expensive and a lot faster. 
Technology has made things 
a lot easier, and it’s a lot safer 
than it used to be, but it’s 


still tough. Just ask anybody 
on the 29th when rent is due 
how tough New York really is. 

Is there a particular NYC 
odour that’s the worst? 

Oh man, there’s plenty of 
New York smells, but the 
empty car on a crowded 
subway is the worst smell in 
New York City. You walk in 
because you say, “Wow, there 
are seats!” Then as soon as 
you get on you get why that 
train car is empty — because 
it smells to holy hell and the 
doors are closed and you can’t 
get off. That’s the toughest 
thing to smell in New York, in 
my opinion.
